Henry 
Farrar, accused of the same crime 
with Urban, is to be arraigned next 
month. 

Strozier began his testimony at 
noon. The State planned to finish 
its. case today, and it is expected 
that a demurrer to the evidence will 
be presented by the defense, at the 
close of the State’s testimony.

$111,852; and Lithuania, $92,386. 

Countries which did not pay were 
Bélgium, with $2,125,000 due; De- 
tonia, with $266,000 due; France, 
$19,261,482; Hungary, $40,729; and 
Poland, $3,302,980.

An examiner of the State Insur- 
ance Department who has been in 
charge of the Central States Life 
Insurance Co., 3663 Lindell boule- 
vard, was withdrawn today by 
Joseph B. Thompson, State Insur- 
ance Superintendent, and James A. 
McVoy, president, resumed control 
of the company’s affairs. 

Thompson's action was taken aft- 
er the board of directors of the 
company, in special session, had tel- 
ephoned him at Jefferson City and 
assured him that no major changes 
would take place in the affairs of 
the company until after its annual 
meeting and election of officers on 
Feb. 14. Thompson asked for the 
pledge. 


Statement by Directors. 

The meeting of the board of di- 
rectors was called following publi- 
cation in the Post-Dispatch Sunday 
that Thompson had sought the res- 
ignation of McVoy as président of 
the Central States company. 
Thompson had not made a formal 
demand for the resignation, but 
he was quoted as having told Mc- 
Voy his resignation was the alter- 
native to a receivership. 

Three St. Louis lawyers, William 
L. Igoe, Vance J. Higgs and George 
FT. Priest, representing various in- 
terests in the insurance company, 
visited Thompson at Jefferson City 
yesterday. A statement issued to- 
day by the directors said Thomp- 
son told the company’s representa- 
tives he was “exceedingly dis- 
tressed that any such articles had 
appeared in the papers.” 

Loans Critzcised. 

Resignation of McVoy as presi- 
dent of the company was desired by 
Superintendent Thompson because 
of loans McVoy had made, with the 
company’s stock as collateral, for 
the purpose of centering control of 
the company in the executive offi- 
cers. McVoy acquired 30,105 shares 
of stock and Vice-President George 
Graham 16,000 shares, the holdings 
of the two béing 46,105 out of a 
total of 80,000 shares outstanding.

Newman Hopes for Parole. 
Newman is in the bad graces of 
the other pair because he has 
been a State and Federal wit- 
ness on numerous occasions against 
other criminals, even prior to his 
indictment for any offense.

NEW YORK, Jan. 24. —Ousted 
from research quarters provided by 
Columbia University, Chief Techno- 
crat Howard Scott, ill at his home, 
announced last night that the tech- 
nocracy idea was “bigger than any 
individual” and “the work will go 
on.” 

Renouncing some of “the state- 
ments and attitudes” of Scott, 
Prof. Walter Rautenstrauch of 
Columbia and three associates, 
prime movers in technocracy, with- 
drew last night, saying they would 
continue their researches into cer- 
tain economic matters, but not un- 
der the name technocracy. 

“As far as we are concerned,” 
said Prof. Rautenstrauch, “tech- 
nocracy ceases to exist and Scott 
will not work here (at Cojumite) 
any longer.” 

Under Scott’s direction more than 
100 jobless architects and engi- 
neers have been carrying on an

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Almost 
forgotten in the rush of events, the 
proposed child labor amendment, 


giving to Congress the right to 
regulate or prohibit the labor of 
persons under 18 years of age, is 
technically still before the states. 
The amendment was submitted by 
Congress for approval of the states 
in 1924—nearly nine years ago. 
Twenty-six states, including Mis- 
souri, have rejected and only six 
have ratified it. 

Conceivably, since no time limit 
was attached to the resolution sub- 
mitting the amendment, it could 
still be made a part of the Consti- 
tution. This would require rati- 
fication by the 16 states which have 
not acted, and, in addition, a re- 
versal of the previous unfavorable 
action by 14 states. 

In the highly improbable event 
of all this coming to pass, there 
would still remain a question to be 
determined by the Supreme Court, 
namely, whether the amendment 
has been outlawed by the long lapse 
of time since its submission. The 
Constitution does not provide for 
this contingency, but the Supreme

“Its true utility, however, is lia- 
ble to be obscured by the unthink- 
ing attribution to it of various ac- 
tivities which it does not possess 
and by the popular custom of re- 
course to it in almost every kind 
of emergency. 

“The tempera“ consumption of 
alcohol may be considered to be 
physiologically harmless in the case 
of the large majority of normal 
adults. 

“On the other hand, it is certainly 
true that alcoholic beverages are 
in no way necessary for héalthy 
life; that they are harmful or dan- 
gerous if the above mentioned pre- 
cautions are not observed; further, 
that they are definitely injurious 
for children and for most persons 
of unstable nervous system.”

excess premiums already collected, 
to the policy holders, were filed in 
Missouri Supreme Court today by 
Attorney-General McKittrick. 
One of the suits, a‘quo warranto 
proceeding, requests the Supreme. 
Court to find the 204 companies 
guilty of vidlation and abuse of 
their charter or corporation license 
privileges, for collecting the in- 
creased rate after it had been dis- 
approved by State Insurance Super- 
intendent Joseph B. Thompson. The 
court is requested to fine the com- 
panies for this alleged violation, to 
restrain them from further collec- 
tion of the higher rates, and to 
order distribution of the impounded 
excess premiums to the policy hold- 
ers. The Attorney-General in this 
petition does not ask for the ouster 
of the companies, for their alleged 
violation of charter privileges. 
In the other proceeding, the At- 
torney-General asks for a writ re- 
straining Circuit Judge Sevier of 
Cole County Circuit, from enforc- 
ing that part of an order of his 
court which authorizes the colleo- 
tion of the higher premiums during 
litigation over the rates, and for 
impounding with the court this ex- 
cess. 
Validity of Rates Involved. 
The validity of the higher rates 
is involved in two proceedings 
pending in the Federal and State 
courts. In the Federal District 
Court, 134 of the companies are 
seeking permament injunctions to 
restrain the Insurance Department 
from interfering with collection of 
the higher rates. The rates were 
put into effect on June 1, 1930, un- 
der a temporary injunction issued 
by Federal Court. 
In the State Court, 70 companies 
are seeking a review of the reason- 
ableness of an order issued by 
Supt. Thompson on May 28, 1980, 
disapproving the increase of 16 23 
per cent for which the companies 
had applied. Thompson issued this 
order disapproving the increase just 
before legal notice of the filing of 
the injunction suits in Federal 
Court was served upon him. 
$4,300,000 Impounded. 
So far, more than $4,800,000 in 
premiums has been impounded in 
the Federal Court, representing the 
difference between the old rates 
and the higher one being collected 
by the companies. In the Cole 
County Circuit Court nearly $1,000,- 
000 in excess premiums has been 
impounded. 


As the basis of the quo warranto 
proceeding in Supreme Court the 
Attorney-General contends that, un- 
der the State law, fire insurance 
rates must be uniform and that no 
increase in rates may be collected 
by the companies unless approved 
by the State Insurance Superin- 
tendent. Collection of the increase, 
after disapproval by the Superin- 
tendent, is an unlawful and wrong- 
ful abuse of charter privileges and 
franchises to do business in Mis- 
souri, and a usurpation of powers 
not conferred on the companies, the 
Attorney-General charges.

DEPRESSION NEARLY DOUBLES

E. G. Steger Tells of Work of Four 
of Organizations Participating in 
Community Fund. 

The four séttlement houses which 
will participate in the $600,000 cam- 
paign to be conducted next month 
by the Community Fund for 20 
character-building agencies have in- 
creased their activities by 70 per 
eent since 1929. E. G. Steger, di- 
rector of the fund, said that this 
increase was caused by unemploy- 
ment, with consequefit increase in 
idle time, and the doubling up of 
families in congested neightor- 
hoods. Attendanc®, at the settle 
ment houses, he said, increased 
from 262,325 in 1929 to last

“These agencies,’ Steger said,

nent staffs. Further budget cuts 
would mean serious sacrifice of ef- 
fectiveness of their work.”

One of Dangers Removed. 

Under the new amendment, now 
ratified by the necessary three- 
fourths of the states and success- 
fully concluding a 10-year struggle 
in which it was my great honor and 
happiness to take part, there will 
be no more automatic adjournments 
of a Congress on March 4 after the 
present session ends. 

Through this automatic adjourn- 
ment date, it has been possible for 
a group of Senators (and if time 
is short, for even one Senator) to 
hold up Congress’ work by a fili- 
buster, although the calendars of 
both House and Senate are crowded 
with important legislative matters. 

The danger of bgd legislation un- 
der these conditions has been very 
great, but I am thankful to say 
such opportunities have been closed. 
The new amendment will do away 
with the necessity for filibustering 
and will.make it practically impos- 
sible for any unjustifiable delay. 

Henceforth the sessions of Con- 
gress will commence on each Jan. 3 
instead of the first Monday in De- 
cember, and there will be no such 
thing as a short session. 


Greatest Achievement. 


The greatest achievement of the 
amendment, in my opinion, is that 
permitting the will of the people to 
be expressed more promptly. In the 
past, members of Congress elected 
in November could not be sworn 
into office and take over their 
duties until more than a year after 
they were elected. 

“Unless the President called a spe- 
cial session, Congress did not con- 
vene until the December 13 months 
after the election. There was some 
reason for this procedure at the 
time our Constitution was adopted 
originally: 

There was neither telegraphic 
communication nor railroads. The 
radio and telephone were unknown. 
Many days were required for elec- 
tion results to reach the capital 
city, but now the results are known 
within a few hours and Washing- 
ton is within a few days of the 
most remote portions of the nation. 
Our legislative machinery should, 
in part at least, be as modern as 
our country. 

In expressing their opinions, the 
people have as their only oppor- 
tunity the election of their rep- 
resentatives. Under the old system, 
these men, just elected, had to 
stand idly by for months while 
others—including many who had 
just been repudiated by the citizens 
at the polls—legislated for the peo- 
ple. 

Any student of government can 
recognize the evils of such a con- 
dition, whereby a Congress repudi- 
ated in November could write into 
the statute books in December 
laws that had been condemned in 
the preceding election. 

The amendment will make possi- 
ble, as it should be under a truly 
Democratic form of government, 
the crystalization into law of what 
citizens want as soon as possible 
after the wishes of the people be- 
come known in the election. 

Another Step. 

Another of the corrective steps 
in the amendment is doing away 
with the 3 for a defeat 
ed member of Congress sitting 
from December to March—to be 
influenced in his legislative deci- 
sions by rewards from the Presi- 
dent, who could appoint him to 
other duties. 

Of course, I do not meah to say 
that this was the general rule of 
the procedure now ending. But 
every person who is familiar with 
the history of legislation in the 
past 25 years knows that the power 
of the Chief Executive to appoint 


ter than the seats in Congress 
which the people had b taken 
away from them. 


Opportunity for 

A condition unfair to a member 
of the House of Representatives 
will be abolished. In the past, he 
has not been able to take his seat 
for the two years for which he 
was elected until 13 months had 
passed. In so little time he could 
do almost nothing—and had to be- 
gin immediately a campaign SF 
re-election. 

Now he will have an oppertuntiy 
to show by 20 months’ of actual 
work whether he is worthy of re- 
election: Because of the lack of 
time in the past for giving neces- 
sary, careful consideration to leg- 
islation, jokers sometimes got on 
the statute books and mistakes of 
serious nature crept into laws 
which not only often nullified the 
intent of the legislators but disap- 
pointed the people. 

As the Constitution provides that, 
if no candidate for president’ re- 
ceives a majority of electoral votes, 
the House of Representatives shall 
name the executive, the old system 
made it possible for the old House 
—which may have been thrown out 
of office almost in.full at the pre- 
ceding election—to make the choice. 

Manifestly, such @ condition is 
unthinkable—to permit members 
repudiated by the people to have 
an opportunity to elect a leader to 
serve four years when he and his 
principles may have just been de- 
nounced by the votes of the people. 

Why It Took 10 Years. 


To attempt to answer the ques- 
tion of why this 10 years of strug- 
gling has.been necessary to bring 
about the adoption of this amend- 
ment would require far too many 
words to give in detail, but, in 
brief, there is. this reason: 

Entrenched behind the breast- 
works of the old constitutional pro- 
vision were the organized political 
machines of special privilege. 

The political machine having con- 
trol of the party in power has al- 
ways possessed a great and unfair 
ad vantage over the representatives 
of the people in the many congres- 
sional struggles coming in a short 
session. 

Those in possession of the ma- 
chinery were nearly always able, 
through their control, to say what 
legislation on the’ crowded calen- 
dars should be considered and what 
discarded, and, by taking advantage 
of the condition, they could put the 
real representatives of the people 
at a terrible disadvantage, 

In my judgment, this amendment 
is a great step towards placing the 
control of the Government in the 
hands of the chosen representatives 
of the American people, and I am 
delighted that the Legislatures of 
the states have seen fit to enact it 
so quickly and bring to an end these 
many evils which the Senate first 
proposed to correct by adopting the 
amendment the first time in 1923 
and almost yearly thereafter. 


Two More States Ratify; Official 
Notice to Nation Later. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The 
twentieth amendment to the Con- 
stitution, advancing from March 4 
to Jan. 3 the date for newly elected 
members of Congress to take their 
seats and putting a new President 
in office on Jan. 20 instead of 
March 4, was completely ratified 
yesterday, when Missouri became 
the thirty-sixth state te act, but 
the country may not know about 

it officially for some time. 

The Secretary of State will issue 
a proclamation when all of the 36 
states that have ratified the amend- 
ment notify him of their approval. 
His proclamation, however, will 
simply declare that the necessary 
three-fourths of the states have rat- 
ified and that the amendment be- 
came effective on the date on which 
the thirty-sixth state acted. 

There is no necessity that the 
Secretary shall notify either the 
President or Congress. 

His. proclamation will enumerate 
the states, that have ratified the 
amendment and his proclamation 
along with the certified copies of 
the state ratifications will go into 
the State Department archives.

Molotoff in n Addresd to All- 
Union Committee Directs 
Remarks at U. S. and 
Czecho-Slovakia.

MOSCOW, Jan. 24-—V. M. Molo- 
toff, opening the All- Union Central 
Executive Committee session last 
night, struck out at elements in 
the United States and other coun- 
tries which contend it is necessary 
to “study” the Soviet Union before 
establishing normal relationship 
with it. 

Reviewing the Soviet Govern- 
ment’s foreign policy in the course 
of a three-hour speech, Molotoff, 
president of the Council of People’s 
Commissars, pointed with pride to 
the restoration of diplomatic rela- 
tions with China and added: 

“In many other countries the 
question of relations with the U. 8. 
S. R. is being discussed, but there 
are wise people in them who sug- 
gest study of the Soviet Union 


country which has been established 
15 years? The Soviet Union does 
not need to be studied. Everybody 
who can read and write can under- 
stand it.” 
Refers to U. S. by Name. 

Referring to the United States by 
name, along with Czecho-Slovakia, 
the latter a country which, he said, 


recently considered a project of

studying the Soviet Union as a 
prelude to possible recognition, 
Molotoff added: 

“Those are old methods. If any 
in Czecho-Slovakia and the United 
States want to study the Soviet 
Union, it can be done not only by 
officials but by any .citizen, for all 
citizens should have a correct idea 
about our increasing power and 
international role.” 

This declaration drew applause 
from the 400 delegates attending. 

Replying to the speech recently 
made before the Japanese Diet by 
Count Uchida, Japan’s Foreign Min- 
ister, Moloftoff charged him with 
“repeating anti-Soviet falsehoods.” 

Soviet Policy of Peace. 

“Suoh attacks,” he continued, “are 
not in the interest of strengthening 
peaceful relations between the U. 
S. S. R. and Japan, but, contrarily, 
have the opposite effect.” 

Reviewing Soviet Russia's policy 
of peace, he said: “We shall con- 
tinue to maintain neutrality in the 
Far East, but we also see the neces- 
sity of remaining vigilant. Our in- 
dustrial successes increase our 
forces every day.” 

On the Speaker’s dais sat Joseph 
V. Stalin, head of the Communist 
party; Clemence Voroshiloff, Com- 
missar for War and Navy; V. V. 
Kuybysheff, member of the Council 
of Labor and Defense, and other 
government notables. Stalin did 
not speak. 

NMolotoff was carefully groomed 
in a blue suit, starched white col- 
lar and blue tie, but he wore no 
vest. 

In his speech before the Japanese 
Diet last week Count Uchida said: 
“There are those who fear whether 
the recent restoration of diplomati: 
relations between the U. S. S. R. 
and China might not add vigor to 
Communist propaganda throughout 
the Orient. This is not an occasion 
for me to pass judgment upon this 
sort of opinions.” 

The Foreign Minister added that 
if the “Red movement” in the 
Yangtze Valley and South China 
gained in strength as a result of 
the renewal of diplomatic relations 
between China and Russia it would 
result in “a serious menace to 
peace in the Orient, against which 
Japan must certainly be on guard.”

“Finally, I wish to beg your in- 
dulgence for my imperfect pronun- 
ciation of English, which as yet I 
have not been able to overcome. 

“Before I enter upon my. actual 
subject, I must remove two ob- 
stacles which stand in the way. 

In the Matter of Dress Clothes. 

“The first of these is the obstacle 
of the black dress suit. When men 
gather together on ceremonial occa- 
sions attired in their dress clothes, 
they create about themselves, as a 
matter of routine, an atmosphere 
from which the realities of life with 
their severity are excluded. There 
is an atmosphere of well-sounding 
oratory that likes to attach itself to 
dress clothes. Away with it! 

“The second obstacle lies in words 
and other symbols which are laden 
with emotion. Although, indeed, 
words exist for the most part for 
the transmission of ideas, there are 
some which produce such violent 
disturbance in our feelings that the 
role they in the transmission 
of ideas is lost in the background.

During the summer of 1932, Great Britain converted 
her & per cent war loan of 1917, which totaled £2,686,- 
$77,000, into a new loan bearing interest at 3% per 
cent. Further conversions accomplished in Decem- 
ber, 1932, and announced for February, 1933, will 
bring the total to 42,362,000, 000, a figure of unprece- 

dented magnitude for an operation of this character, 
The consequent saving in the British budget will 
amount to £38,000,000 annually, or about $130,000,000 
at the current rate of exchange. j 

France followed suit by converting $3,400,000,000 
of donds originally issued between 1915 and 1928 at 
5 per cent, 6 per cent and 7 per cent ifto a single 
76-year loan with interest at 4% per cent. Her 
budgetary saving on this cperation will amount to 
$40,000,000 a year. 

The British conversion was accomplished by a 
resort to all the devices of war-time propaganda. 
The country was covered with posters. Orators ap- 
pealed to theater audiences. Newspapers printed 
honor rolls ot business concerns which had converted 
all their war loan bonds. Patriotism was stressed 
and with it the argument that the loan conversion 
would help to réstore prosperity. An additional inen 
tive was offered in the form of a cash denus of 
£1 for every £100 in bonds converted by the end of 
July. ' 

The result was that only 2% per cént of the 3,000,- 
000 bondholders affected demanded redemption, while 
97% per cent accepted obligations bearing 3% per 


they held. The French conversion met with similar 
success. | 

The time has arrived when like action might well 
be taken by the United States. There is still out- 
standing $1,392,227,850 of the first Liberty loan bear- 
ing interest 3% per cent; $5,002,450 bearing 4 per 
cent, and $535,983,300 bearing 4% per cent. The 
annual interest of these obligations totals $70,707,- 
363. They have deen callable since June 15, 1933. 
The Fourth Liberty loan at 4% per cent, of which 
$6,268,099,450 is outstanding, will be callable Oct. 
15, 1933. This loan now necessitates annual inter- 
est payments of $266,394,226, making a total in- 
terest bill on the Liberty bonds of $337,101,579 
yearly. Immediate conversion of the first loan into 
3 per cent bonds would save the Government $21,710, 
945 a year. Subsequent conversion of the fourth loan 
would effect a further saving of $69,351,243, giving an 
annual total in budgetary relief of $91,062,188. This 
saving, if accomplished, would be more than double 
the amount of the French saving, nearly three- 
fourths that of the British reduction. 

There is ample precedent for such action. The Vic- 
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tember, 1982, five-year Treasury notes were marketed 
At 3% per cent: in October 4%4-year notes wers sold 
at à per cent, and in December 4-year notes were dis- 
posed of at 2% per cent. In December, too, the 
Treasury borrowed on one-year certificates of indebt- 
edness at & of 1 per cent, and on 91-day Treasury 
bills at the unbelievable rate of .009 per cent. The 
last issue of 4-year notes was Over-subscribed 20 
times. Total subscriptions for $600,000,000 of se- 
curities offered on Dec. 7 reached 510,806,000, 000. 
This highly favorable showing is subject, however, 
to certain qualifications. All the issues which found 
such a ready market at such low rates were exempt 
trom both the normal and surtax rates of the Federal 
income tax. Taxable. securities cannot be marketed 
at such favorable rates. The demand for Federal obli- 
gations has been artificially stimulated, moreover, by 
the open market operations of the Federal Reserve 
System. The Federal Reserve increased its holdings 
of Govérnment bonds by more than a billion in 1932, 
to a total of $1,850,000,000 on Jan. 4, 1933. 

The bulk of reserve credit outstanding on that date 
Was in the form of Federal securities. In the two 
following weeks, however, the Reserve System re- 
@ueed these holdings by $72,717,000. If the Reserve 
should continue this reversal of its earlier course 
and withdraw its artificial support from the Govern- 
ment market, the securities put out in the course of 
the conversion operations would have to carry a rate

Balance the budget. It would be unfair, if not im- 
possible, to ask the holders of 4% per cent Liberty 
bonds to accept néw issues bearing 3 per cent if 
further extensive borrowings at increasing rates were 
in pro&pect.

had been cut to 16 billions by 1930, but it now ap-

But a balance must be obtained in the operating 
budget through pruning expenditures and increasing 
revenues if the savings promised by conversion are 
to be attained.

OBJECTIONS TO THE WISDOM BILL. 


We believe the racing bill offered by Senator Car- 
roll Wisdom is open to very serious objection. It 
would permit the wholesale establishment of horse 
and dog tracks, and would encourage all sorts of ir- 
responsible persons to enter the field. The tax pro 
posed—$300 a day for tracks adjacent to cities of less 
than 500,000 population and $600 for those near larger 
cities—is ridiculously low. Operators of the Fair- 
mount Jockey Club, across the river, pay $2500 a day 
to the State of Illinois. The device to catch the votes 
of rural legislators, namely, the provision that reve- 
nue from racing go to 4-H clubs and county fairs, is 
so transparent a snare as to defeat itself. Revenue 
from racing should go into the State Treasury, which 
will need all the funds it can get. 

Senator Wisdom is generosity itself to potential 
promoters. He would permit them to set up a take“ 
of 10 per cent on all the money wagered, in addition 
to the breakage, meaning the odd pennies accruing 
after calculation of the official pay-off price. This 
would bring the total percentage collected by pro- 
moters to 11% per cent. The “take” at Fairmount 
under the Illinois law is only 6% per cent, and there 
is no breakage. That is, successful bets are paid to 
the penny. Under the Wisdom bill, racing in Mis- 
souri would be a veritable gold mine for promoters.

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MISSOURI AND THE LAME-DUCK AMENDMENT.

The eagerness with which the states assented 
shows what might have happened had they been 
given an opportunity to repeal the eighteenth amend- 
ment. The Norris resolution passed Congress last 
February. The first State to assent to it was Vir- 
ginia, which ratified the resolution March 4.

That is, the representatives of the people in 
the states did in 11 months what it took the lower 
house of Congress 10 years to do.

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THE STREET WIDENING PROGRAM. 


In the rush to kill street widening plans because of 
the benefit taxes involved, which came to a climax 
recently when 13 undertakings were scrapped, the 
backbone of the major street plan has not been af- 
fected. The legal proceedings and much of the physi- 
cal work have been completed in the widening of 
Market street, Natural Bridge avenue and Morgan 
street, and these improvements are going forward. 

There are no more bills pending ta repeal widening 
plans. Only one widening of prime importance re- 
mains in the present condemnation program—com- 
pletion of the North Twelfth boulevard extension: 
This new thoroughfare was laid out to connect with 
the older existing portion at Washington avenue and 
run northwest to the eastern terminus uf the Natural 
Bridge widening.

LINKS U., PRESIDENT 
TO HEAD NEW YORK 


Dr. Harry Woodburn Chase to 
Become Successor to Re- 
tiring Chancellor, 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—Dr. Harry 
Woodburn Chase, president of the 
University of Illinois, was elected 
chancellor of New York University 
yesterday to succeed Dr. Elmer 
Ellsworth Brown, who resigned 
July 1 to become chancellor emeri- 
tus. 

Dr. Chase, nationally known be- 
cause of his work at Illinois and, 
formerly, as president of the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, has ac- 
cepted the chancellorship, New 
York University announced. 

The new chancellor, who is ex- 
pected to take office on the retire- 
ment of Dr. Brown, was born in 
Groveland, Mass., April 11, 1883. He 
was graduated at Dartmouth Col- 
lege and Clark University, joining 
the faculty at the University of 
North Carolina in 1910 as professor 
of the philosophy of education. 

His early years there were under 
an outstanding educator, Dr. Ed- 
ward Kidder Graham, who died in 
1918, leaving the presidency vacant. 
In swift succession Dr. Chase be- 
came acting dean, chairman of the 
faculty and acting president. 

In the last post, he carried out so 
successfully the reorganization pro- 
gram Dr. Graham had planned for 
the Chapel Hill institution that the 
Board of Regents named him presi- 
dent in 1920. 

For the next 10 years, the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina experi- 
enced its greatest decade of growth. 
Dr. Chase left the institution July 
5, 1930, to accept the presidency of 
the University of Illinois. 

Said Dr. Fred I. Kent, president 
of the N. T. U. council: The mem- 
bers of the council are happy to 
have secured Dr. Chase.” 

Said the retiring chancellor, Dr. 
Brown: “I am greatly pleased with 
the choice, There is no mah whom 
I would rather see in the office. 
New York will like him. New York 
University will take to him. I am 
confident that he will lead the uni- 
versity to new heights of public 
usefulness in this century.” 


URBANA, III., Jan. 24.—Dr. Harry 
Woodburn Chase, sixth president of 
the University of Illinois, in accept- 
ing election as chancellor of New 
York University, said that while re- 
luctant to leave his present posi- 
tion, the “chancellorship presents a 
distinctive and challenging oppor- 
tunity.” 

Dr. Chase said he would present 
his resignation to the board of 
trustees tomorrow, to take effect 
at the end of the academic year or 
“as soon thereafter as may be ex- 
pedient.” ~

IOWA USES NEW LAW 


Ib KEEP-BANKS OPEN 


State Official Takes Charge of 
Two Depositories, but 
Accepts New Funds. 


DES MOINES, Ia., Jan. 24.—A 
new Iowa law authorizing the 
state banking superintendent to 
take over the operation of state 


banks was invoked for the first 
time yesterday. 

The Mount Ayr State Bank and 
the Benton Savings Bank, both in 
Ringgold County, requested the aid 
of Supt. L. A. Andrew, under 
whose jurisdiction they may be 
operated without going into re- 
ceivership. 

The new law, rushed through 
both Houses of the General Assem- 
bly last Friday, specifies that the 
superintendent shall be in charge 
for one year, although the time may 
be extended with the approval of 
the state executive council. * 

Andrew said that in the case of 
the two banks taken over no Wwith- 
drawals would be permitted at pres- 
ent. He added, however, that if 
sufficient cash became available 
later, it would be made available 
to depositors on a pro rata basis. 

New deposits will be accepted at 
the banks, these funds remaining 
in trust entirely separated from the 
old accounts. He was emphatic in 
pointing out that new funds would 
not be pledged against liabilities 
incurred before the depositories 
were placed in his hands. 

Andrew said the old officers of 
the banks would continue to assist 
in their operation. |

One major suit may be more or 
less of a misfit for his hand. but 
it is extremely unlikely that both 


can be that. If they are, he has: 


a powerful minor suit no trumper, 
and will make plenty of tricks in 
no trumps. If he still goes to four 
no trumps, pass. To take out 
again, you must have top cards, as 
you would be belatedly encouraging 
a slam. g 

If only one of your biddable suits 
is a major, and your partner bids 
three no trumps after you have bid 
both suits, showing 5-5 in them, 
pass. He could have bid four in 
the major had that declaration 
seemed preferable to him. 
When to Raise to Two No Trumps 

With both five-card suits minors, 
neither containing two of the top 
three honors, and a king included 
in your other three cards, if the 
hand is strong enough to preclude 
any question of signing off at a 
partial score in one of your suits, 
bid two no trumps on the first 
round. Concealment of your suit 
holdings may produce a highly fav- 
orable opening lead. The weakest 
hand of this kind would be about 


easier to make than five in a minor. 
The latter is unlikely unless the 
former is quite easy. If the open- 
ing bidder is weak in the majors, he 
will at least win the first or second 
round of either of them, and then 
the fit in the minors must be so 
complete that he can run the next 
ten tricks with at worst a finesse 
in one of them. Sometimes a hand 
like this may be set — but the 
chances in no trumps will nearly al- 
ways be far better than in a minor 


suit. With suits as good as 
n 


in one of them would be a welcome 
eventuality should the opening bid- 
der proceed optimistically after 
learning about your two long minor 
suits. If he has three aces, and 
also the queen of clubs (or Ax xx 
in that suit), in a three and one- 
half to four-trick hand, slam should 
be bid. You must not force immedi- 
ately with this holding, but if the 
bidding goes—One no trumps, three 
clubs, three no trumps—you should 
bid five clubs, asking him to slam 
if he has three aces and a king 
plus about a queen or two jacks. 
He must realize that it is a matter 
of aces, and his final bid, with dif- 
ferent typical no trumpers, would

In a tournament I think most of 
us would go for six no trumps in 
either case. With spades A K x and 
hearts Q J 10 x, the minor suit 
support being the same, six dia- 
monds would be a good gamble, bet- 
ter than an even chance. He knows 
you have only three cards in the 
major suits. If the spade is the 
doubleton, you are all right. If 
your doubleton is in hearts, you 
would be out of luck unless the 
opening bidder happened to lead a 
spade. If his hearts are headed by 
the king, he will certainly not lead 
that suit; if they are a worthless 
holding, he is very likely to have 
a natural spade opening. Only if 
the leader has ace-king of hearts is 
your case immediately hopeless.

Endocrine Glands 


-ENSATIONAL and fanciful ex- 


marvel which surrounds man; 
vf the structures of the human 
body. Few systems have been sub- 
jected to this evil more than the 
endocrine glands. 

The endocrine system or tae 
system of glands of internal secre- 
tion is composed of a number of 
small units situated in various 
parts of the body. Each of these 
units produces one or more chem- 
ical substances which are of tho 
utmost importance to the develo}- 
ment and vital activity of the en- 
tire body. 

‘Each of the glands of internal 
secrétion produces its specifie hor- 
mone or hormones. Each hormone 
differs from the others. 

At the present time we are ac- 
quainted with about a dozen gland- 
ular elements. The principal aa! 
best known glands of internal se- 
cretion are the thymus, the thyroid, 
the pituitary, the superenal, the 
pancreas, and the gonads or sex 
glands.” 

The thymus gland is situated in 
the upper chest. This gland is per- 
ticularly active during the first 
portion of life. 

While this gland is active, 
growth of the body as a whole con- 
tinues at its normal rate. Sexual 
development, however, is retarded 

It would appear that because of 
the thymus gland, the major ener- 
gies of the body are utilized for 


| growth, the desire and capacity for 


reproduction being restrained ~.ntil 
body dévelopment is substantially 
advanced. 

If the thymus gland ceases its 
activity too soon, then the resuit- 
ing individual is of the old-young 
type, precocious, oversexed in early 
life, and with a frail skeletal struc- 
ture. 

As the individual grows older 
and physical development advances. 
the thymus gland becomes less ac- 
tive and shrinks in size. Other
